He had tried to perpetrate a gross 
traud by the introduction of eleven members 
from Philadelphia who were known not to be 
elected, and brought troops to Harrisburg 
with intent to force the bogus members upon 
the house that knew they had no right there. 
“It is literally impossible to let a man like 
Dukes take a part in the legislation of the 
state. The bouse will exclude him, even at 
the risk of taking some revolutionary meas- 
ure to keep him out.’’

The New England and Pennsylvania manu- 
facturers have at last confessed that they fear 
western and southern competition much more 
than they do the mills of Europe. They ad- 
mit that many articles can be made so 
cheaply in the south and west that competi- 
tion elsewhere can be driven out of the field. 
Tne west, for example, is making wagons

Cotton should not, however, exhaust our 
energies. Wecan make iron cheaply—very 
cheaply; but transportation rates are sadly 
against the entire product. The south bas 
reached its stove era. Nearly every cabin, 
and mansion for that matter, is about to aban- 
don open fires in the kitchen, at least, and to 
substitute stoves, both for the sake of con- 
venience and economy. Stoves suited to the 
south are needed, and they can net be 
had from shops that sell chiefly to other sec- 
tions of the country. Now, whatsense is there 
in sending our iron to Pennsylvania in the 
form of pigs to be returned to us in the form 
of stoves” It involves two rates of freight, 
and no one knows how many profits, and it 
puts upon us stoves unsuitable to the wants 
ot southern communities. Wespeak of stoves 
only as an example of the remarkable oppor- 
tunities now open in Atlantaand other towns 
near the furnaces,for the use of capital in iron 
manufactures. A well managed stove com- 
pany that made nothing except 
for southern consumption, could earn large 
dividends. besides conferring upon the south 
a benefit. There are very many kinds of 
hardware that should be manufactured in 
the triangle, the base line of which runs from 
Atlanta to Birmingham, with an acute angle 
at Chattanooga. This triangle will yet be 
lighted with the fires of furnaces, and of 
shops ir. which the raw material is turned into 
finer forms. The future of this section and 
of all other sections of the south does in fact 
depend upon the energy of the people, for in 
all material respects nature is inviting. 


OUR MEXICAN VISITOR 
General Diaz, who is swinging around the 
country, and who will probably visit Atlanta 
in his homeward journey, is said to be the 
choice of the Mexican people for president.

Eloquent speeches were being made 
by wise men, and men otherwise than wise, saying 
that it would be a bloodiess revolution, and that 
they wouid drink the blood that was spilled. Mr. 
stephens, right in the middle of a column of fig- 
ures half added, would lay down bis pen and re- 
mark slowly and sadly, ‘‘that dark and bloody 
work was about to be done, that brothers’ hands 
were about to be imbrued in each others bloud, 
and that nothing short of high Tieaven could stay 
it or tell the result.”’ At one 
time he handed the pen to VY. Richards, 
my brother in-law,of Augusta, and said, ‘*Vernon, 
finish these columuns.’’ Heresumed or rather con- 
tinued his prophetic thoughts expressed aloud 
about this way: ‘‘My friends may say what they 
may, but secession is a dreadful experiment. That 
he saw then no chance to set up a confederacy that 
would better our condition.’’ ‘Victory ov our part 
would in theend bea misfortune! We would bave 
to support a standivg army and fortilications, clear 
across the continent, from ocean to ocean. That 
would create a tax which would ruin both sections, 
That we would start a career down, down 
down for years and years, that we wouldn’t reach 
ihe bottom in twenty years; and that we would 
have but one way to know how far down we had 
gone, and that would be to look up, up, and see the 
high and happy place whence we Started, and 
whence we bad fallen!’’ Though Mr. Stephens haa 
allthe simplicity of alittie child, he bad also the 
farseeing ken of almosta prophet’s eye. We may 
never live to see his like again!

THE NEW GAS COMPANY. 


WILL IT PAY ATLANTA TO HAVE 
ANOTHER GAS COMPANY? 


Views of a Gentiemen Who Seems to Know What He 
is Talking About—The Question of a New Gas 
Company, and the Rumors About it 
Noturwced Gonteraiiy, Bte., Bto. 


The question of the establishment of & new gas 
company in Atlanta has been agitated forseveral 
years, anda few months ago a company of north- 
ern men began the construction of some works near 
the roundhouse of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. A charter was obtained forthe company 
which it was said proposed to build the new works 
in Atlanta, and it was christened the Gate City Gas 
company. Mr. Lawton, of New York, is the con- 
troller of the patent by which the new gas is pro- 
posed to be made so far as the right affects At'anta. 
He has here an agent, Mr. Sherman, 
who has superintended what has been done 
tuward the construction of works. It has been 
rumored that the new company has made proposi- 
tions to sell their patent and their charter to the 
Atlanta gaslight company. To ascertain the truth 
of this report a repr. sentative of THE CONSTITUTION 
yesterday sought Mr. Helme, of Philadelphia, who 
is one of the largest stockholders in the Atlamta 
Gaslight company, and is here to attend the annual 
meeting of the directors of the company. Mr Helme 
has been interested in the Atlanta gas works a long 
time and has done a great deal both toward secur- 
ing a handsome dividend on i's stock and to afford 
the city every possible facility for obtaining good 
and cheap light. 

Since Mr. Helme came to Atlantaa few days ago 
it has been rumored that Mr. Sherman had seen 
him with reference to the consolidation ofthe old 
and the new cenenanes: When THE CONSTITUTION 
representative called on Mr. Helme he asked: 

‘Has the expected meeting taken p ace between 
youand Mr. Sherman toarran-ve for a censolida- 
tion of the old and the new gas companies?””’ 

Mr. Helme: “No meeting has taken place here 
with Mr. Sherman, nor was it expected on our part, 
I came on other busiuess, but during last fall Messrs. 
Sherman, Holmes, and Lawton called on mein 
Philadelphia several times with a view of bringing 
about a union or having us buy them out but their 
terms were so exurbitaut that to have acceded to 
them would have re dered us unable to sell gas as 
cheaply as we are are doing without greatly redu- 
cing our dividends below ten per cent. 

“You see,the business is not large enough for two 
com paniesand if divided puts Atlanta on the same 
footing as a city of half the size and would render 
it impossible to supply gas. at as low @ rate. 
We have pursued the pv licy of keeping our aivi- 
dends at 10 per cent and reducing the price of gas 
as the increase of consumption enables us to do so. 

‘‘We have reduced the price every year for tne l«st 
three and expected to do so this year, but will prob- 
ably defer action now until we see the effect of the 
new c.mpany’s operations ”’ 

Reporter—Whatd you mean by that? 

‘I mean if we see that the people of Atlanta under- 
stand that their true interest lies in coutinuing 
with us, and that by so doing they will perma 
nently secure to themselves gas ata low price, we 
will continué our past policy toward them and 
make such areduction as wecan afford without 
regard to what the new company does, 


“On the other hand if they leave us 
we will be compelled to act as circum- 
stances may dictate. Should prices be 


cutthere is no telling where they will go during 
the fight, as we don’tintend to be beaten in any 
direction. Asa matter of course, there is an end 
in store for all th ngs, andit is fair to infer that the 
lows incurred will be made up by advancing the 
price of gas when this end is reached.”’ 

Reporter—Is this usually the case” 

“IT never knewitto be otherwise, and as you 
must admit, it is perfee:ly natural, and is plain to 
be seen that thecommuunity is moreat the mercy of 
the survivor and victor, undersu h circumstances 
thau it was atthe mercy of theoldc mpany, which 
up to that time bad an incentive to treut its custo- 
mers fairly in order to be popular and increase is 
business, 

“We don’t say that every gas company has 


treated its community liberally, but we 
do say wherever cheap gas is had, it 
is where no opposition gas works have 


been estiblished, aud the company has pursued 
the policy we have, f making a reasonable divi- 
dend and giving the consumers the benefit of the 
profits arising from the increase of business. Wheth 
er we shall be able to continue this policy lays with 
the consumers of gas. 

‘‘An increase vf business does not bring a corres- 
ponding inerease of expense. Consequently, if we 
have the encouragement of seeing our consumers 
remaining with us, they may confidently rely upon 
being supplied witha good gas, a.d at as lowa 
price as the most approved process and the highest 
skiliecan produce. We have just engaged one of 
the best gas engineers in-the country, in order to 
keep well up with the business and to relieve, to 
some extent, Major Mecaslin, who has been over- 
taxed for some time.’’ 

Reporter—One would infer from what you say 
that competition inethe gas business is more disas- 
trous to the competitors than in any other business, 
Why is this? 
“Itis owing to the fact that a gascompany has no 
power by which it can extend its business one foot 
beyond the end of its pipes, aud neither the plant 
or the pipes can be taken up and removed to any 
other place without incurring an expense that 
would exceed the cost of new work. In conse- 
qnenee.of this we have noalternative, if no sup- 
ported by thecommunity, butto fight or abandon 
and sink the whole thing. If the business is diy. 
ded and prices remain the same, the consumer is 
rot benetited, butthe profits are so reduced that 
the stock becomes hardly worth holding, and the 
only persous who are benefitted are those who come 
from abroad and witha small sum reach the best 
of our territory, and if successful, as they some 
times are.in foreing the established company to 
buy them out, they clear a handsome profit, which 
they car:y away for a similar operation in some 
other place, leaving a burden for the community to 
eare for, Without having derived from it any bene- 
fit.’’ 
Foporter—Is there much of this done? 
‘*Yes, a good deal, butgascompanies are getting 
to see thatthe buying of oneof them out does 
not secure exemption from the others, New Or- 
leans has just submitted forthe third time to this 
kind of thing andthe gas company there is out 
aboutam llion and a haif of doilarsin consequence. 
In bringing about thelast deal Mr. Sherman took 
quite an active part. Memphis has hada similar 
experience apd many others could be named. In 
the business they are known as ‘‘wreckers,’’ on ac- 
count of their never building works excepting 
in cities where works are in a prosperous condition. 
That is our condition here, and the reason why 
they are with us. They had spent scarcely any- 
thing before they were after usto buy them out, 
which we refused to do preferring togive the 
city of Atlanta the opportunity of saving 
the best piece of property it ever owned. Atone 
time it nad forty per cent, and stil] owns overa 
third of the stock, and over one dollar of every 
three made has gone into the treasury of the city. 
The divideuds more than pay the lighting of the 
streets and public oflices. relieving the taxpayer to 
the extent of about $9,000 perwunnum. In addition 
to this, the stock as a collateral always commands 
money at the lowest rates when the city is in 
temporary need.”’ 
Reporter—You then think it is a property worth 
fighting for? 
‘I certainly do, and veuture to predict thatif 
allowed tu go down, Atlanta will never again be as 
fortunate in an investment, one which I have 
always felt a deep interest in and feel proud of, 
having sided in securing it to her.’’

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A MODEL LIBRARY. 


A Talk With Miss Mary A. Bean About the Hrook- 
line Library. 
‘What are some of the differences between the 
Brookline library, of which you are librarian, and 
our own Young Men's library ?’’ asked a ConstitTv- 
TION reporter of Miss Bean yesterday. 
‘*The libraries are as different every in way,’’ repli- 
ed Miss Bean, ‘‘as it is possible forthem to be. The 
Broukline library is a public institution, supported 
by direct taxation, andisopen to every citizen of 
the place sbove twelve years of age. Our 
library is larger than thix, having more than twen- 
ty-six thousand volumes on its shelves, This li- 
brary. I think, has about ten thousand volumes. 
Our library, however, is older than yours. It was 
established twenty-six years ago, and its growth 
has been steady. We have added, on an average, 
about a thousand books each year. Sometimes the 
number isa little greater, sometimesitis less. Last 
year we added 957 volumes.”’ 
“Of that number how many were to replace books 
that had become worn or hed been lost?’ 
‘& very small portion, indeed. Last year we lost 
only two books, ‘The system upon which we men- 
age the library 18 80 perfect that we can easily trace 
a book and recover itand the ruies are so strict 
that we rarely bave a book mutilatedin any way.” 
“TI would have suppored thatin a public library 
where all classes of people read the books you 
would experience a very considerable amount e! 
trouble from loss of books and especielly from bad 
handling of the volumes,”’ remarked tae reporter. 
‘That would be the case if we were not #0 s'rict. 


But every book is carefully inspected upon ite re 
turn aud itis vot permitted to eo upen the shelf 
until itis cleared of all pencil murks. We have 
one person + hose duty it is to inspect every book, 
rapidly turning the leaves. If pencil marke are 
found, aslip of piper is putin to mark the place 
and the search for the disfigurement goeson. If 
the marks are of eny consequence at all, a notice 
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the book. 
marks have been erased book goes upon the 


shelf in a perfect condition." 
“Are the fines neneey paid?’’ 

Yes. The pevple all know thatthe rules of the 
library Will be rigidly enforced, and if the fines 
are not paid the card is taken up. The tibrary is 
managed this way; Every person in the city of 
Brookline over twelve years of age is entitled toa 
cardin the public library. That card entities the 
holder to one book at a time. By our system of 
slip-registry we cau readily ascertain what books 
are outand who hasthem. if a book is taken out 
itcan be keptaway fourteen days, and on the fif- 
teenth day, if it has not + een returned, a notice is 
sent that unless it is returned within seven days, a 


messenger will be seut for the book and the 
card and a fine. We rarely have 
to send e. second notice of 


that kind. The books are always promptly sent {fn 
and the card is redeemed. As the library 1s public 
and every citizen is taxed for its support. no one 
will voluntarily shu himself off from its benefiis.”’ 

“Do you find that chiidren take good care of 
books?"’ 

“Generally, they do. Most of the harm to books 
ts caused by small children about the humes who 
get their little fingers on the bucks and injure them 
without knowing that they are duing harm. The 
chil''ren who take out books are held strictly ac- 
countable for the book that they carry away. One 
day a ragged little feilow came iu with a book that 
was very greatly marked up. His parents were 
poor and I cid not s e how he could pay the fine of 
twenty five cents witnout really putting & hardsbip 
upon hisparents. He was a very steady reader, 
however, and read svch books as would have done 
credit to much older people. I explained to him 
that I was anxious that he should not be deprivea 
of the benefits of the library and thatl was aware 
of the poverty of his parents, and how much they 
would feel even the loss of the small 
amount of the = fine. I told him  how- 
ever that the fine must be paid, and I would give 
him five weeks to pay it, and advi-ed him to earn it 
himsel and pay five cents every werk until the 
fine was paid. This he did, and has never siuce in- 
jured a book. He reads excellent books, and gives 
promise of being one of the ‘best read’ young men 
of Brvokline ”’ 

Beit vie books do you find circulate most exten- 
sively?’ 

“Our experience is the same as thatof every 
other library in the country. There is a greater 
demaud for novels than anything else 
They are re for recreation. Working 
girlsand servants especially read :.ovels toa great 
exient. and even people who would be expected to 
read better books, prefer to read works of fiction. 
It is a means of recreation for the mind and is wnat 
one naturally turns to after a day of toil and vexa- 
tion. I must admit, myself, that] trequentiy read 
a novel at night when | should read some more 

rofitable book. 1am very giad to see that the chil- 

ren in Brookline are reading 
a better class of books than in 
years passed, Forinstance the, will read very ex- 
tensively books on natural history and books of 
traveland works descriptive of different countries.”’ 

‘“‘What do you think of our library?’ 

“T think that vou have a very valuable collection 
of books but many of them are in a very bad con 
dition. The library laeks systematic arrangement, 
butcan be brought into shape very readily. lhis 
may cause some temporary inconvenience to its 
patrons but the result will, ! am sure, meet with 
approtation. It would take me three months to get 
the !ibrarv in proper sbape. The books are very much 
scattered and | do now know where to look for any- 
thing. Heretofore it has been managed almost 
wholly by memory. The librarian would remem- 
ber where acertain book was kept and would go 
there to iook for it Of course Icannot remain 
long enough to complete the work, but shail be able 
to leaveit well under way. My leave of absence 
from the Brookline library was for only a month 
and half of that time is already gone. I! 
hope to be able to spend a little while 
here next fall and with what I can show Miss Wal- 
lace now and with what Ican write to her I hope 
that she will be able todo much toward getting 
the library into proper shape. Another troubie 
that I findis that there are many books missing 
from sets and there is no way of determining 
whether they are here or whether they are out or 
whether or not the library hasthematall. Itisa 
very good thing for the library that its 
members realize the importance of getting it in 
proper shape and conducting it upon the most ap- 
proved plan. The Brookline library is reg»rded as 
one of the model libraries of Massachusetts, 
and was the first public library estab ished under 
the Massachusetts law Which permits a town te tax 
its eiticens for the support of a public library.”’ 

Miss Bean thinks that there should be strict rules 
against smokingin the library. Frequently young 
men smokein the alcoves. Itis dangerous to say 
nothing of the disrespect which it shows for the 
pla2e and the ladies who visit it. It would be a 
good idea also,if gentlemen would remove their hats 
when they enter the library. Miss Bean is working 
industnously and in a few_davs willhave some of 
the alcoves ready for the members.

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THE PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


liow the Matter Stands at Present—A Talk With a 
Prominent Publitaber. 
Yesterday a CoNs ITUTION man met one of the 
proprietors of the Franklin printing hose and 
esked: 
“What about the strike of the union printers in 
your employment?’’ 
‘You saw the advertisement in a city papera 
few days ago, did you not? It advised printers not 
to come to Atlanta, because the demand for higher 
wages, demanded by the union, had not been 
complied with.’’ 
Yes *’ 
‘Well, that advertisement, and the circulars and 
telegrams to various papers, coming from the same 
source, are all based on a misstatement of facts.”’ 
‘How so?”’ 
‘Tl willexplein. The union printers resolved to 
fix the price for composition at thirty cents per 
thousaud. This price is now paid by the morning 
papers. The union men unreasonably insist on 
making no difference in the price paid for work on 
morning and that paid on afternoon papers, the 
former requiring hard night work. the other day 
work and every way more agreeable.’’ 
‘ How about your job department?”’ 
‘In our job department we have always paid 
larger salaries than other establishments in At- 
lanta. The prices fixed by the union, in this de- 
maartment, are $15 per week for the foreman and $12 
oe job hands. We have been inthe habit of pay- 
ing voluntarily more than this ‘To show the folly 
of the union*s demand, I will mention the caseef 
one of our printers. We were paying him $16 a 
week, but because the union, to which he belongs 
insi*ts, he was obliged to quit work and give up the 
larger pay we were giving him.”’ 
“*That’t rather rough on the printer "’ 
‘*Making progress backward isitnot? Well, now 
as to our book department, when the demand was 
made we agreed to pay the rate asked; namely, 30 
cents perthousand. The work in this department 
requires more skilland attention than common 
newspaper work, and we were willing to allow the 
diff rence. Butthe union men refured to accept 
their own rate because we refused to pay the sume 
prire in our newspaper department. 
These men knew wellenough that the cases on 
our publicatins were filled by printers who, witha 
single exception, were perfectly satisfied with their 
situations and their per. and did not wish the un- 
called for intermeddling of the union, Only one 
employe yielded tothe wnreasonable demands of 
the ‘“‘strikers.’’ In brief, this isthesituation We 
are willing to pay,and are payiag, the price de- 
randed for book work, but we refised to be 
dragooned into paying that price for easier work on 
our newspaper publications, even if the house re 
quired the services of these men on that sortof work 
which ia not the case.”’ 
‘‘How about the Evening Star?" 
“The Starisa chartered corporation, although 
independent of the Franklin printing company. 
All the cases on the paper vacated by the strikers 
were immediately filled, and there has nt been the 
slightest harm doe by the sudden «xchange."’ 
‘What are the chances for an adjustment?’ 
‘‘} am hopeful that common sense and a desire to 
do whatis fair and right will prevail. We have 
done our best in this direction, and have no re- 
rets.’’

Thipge Which Brains Cannot Do, and Which Muse @

was the blood of the brave,”’ or words to that 
effect, and so the juice of prosperity is the 
sweat of the laboring man. | was ruminating 


over this the other day as I looked ata gang 


of men digging inan iron mine. Machinery 
is a good thing but there are many things that 
nothing but the human hand and the human 
arm can do. Machines can’t dig ore nor 
shovel dirt on a railroad, nor pick cotton, nor 
split rails, nor build a fence, nor pull 
fodder nor load a wagon. Machines may 
make brick, but they cant lay’em in a wall, 
nor frame a house, ner plaster it, nor nail the 
Shingles on. There are a thousand things 
that muscle has got to do, and will always 
have to do, and the time will never come 
when all men can play the gentleman or tive 
by brains alone. It's contrary to reason and 


scripture. Brains rank muscle, bu muscle is 
the most honest. Brains are tricky and 
shifty and put on many airs. M us- 
cle does the work and brains 
gets the benefit, and it struts 
around like big Ike. There was a railroad 


built not long ago and brains took the job at 
sixty thousand dollars a mile and sub-let it 
for forty thousand and that man sub-let it 
again for thirty thousand, and then it was cut 
up into sections and let at 28c. a cubic yard, 
anc thep sulb-let again at 25c., and the last 
man hired laborers to work fora dollar a day, 
andone man would grade six yards ina 
day and take pay in goods at one hundred 
per cent prof®. So the work cost actually 
about ten cents a yard. Sweat and muscle 
got ten cents and brains about 50 and thats 
about the way with most of the work that 
farmers and mechanics and laboring men do. 
If the tariff protects the manufacturer he puts 
the protection in his pocket and hires his la- 
bor at the same old price. It is protection to 
capital only. The poor are kept poor and 
the rich get richer, and that is the reason why 
daborisso unpopular. It don’t pay. Our 
young men are ambitious They come,home 
from school and from college and begin to 
look round fora living, and they see that 
musele don’t pay and they begin to draw on 
their Drains. They goto trading and schem- 
ing or hunting for an office or clerkingin a 
store or bossing some little job, or they study 


law or medicine, or hau! round sewing 
machines, but they won't work. A 
smart, shifty man can make more 
in one day at trading than in 
six months at hard work, but when he has 


done ithe hasiot added one dollar to the 
value of anything. He has benefitted no- 
body but himself. What he has made some- 
body ‘has lost, and after all the profits of trad- 
ing and speculating generally come out of the 
laburing man—the producer and the manu- 
facturer, sweat and toil bear the burdens and 
like the fabled Atlas carry the world on their 
shoulders. Men get rich and powerful trad- 
ing in stocks and bonds and raiiroads and 
cornering in wheat and pork and they splurge 
arou:d awhile, but, sooner or 
later they have tolet goand I reckon they 
have mighty little comfort on their last bed 
when they think how little they have done for 
humanity. Well, someof’em about that time 
do give off a lot of money to colleges and asy- 
lums and churches andexpect to get credit 
for itup yonder on St. Peter’s books, but 
they won't. itis asort of conscience money 
and come to late—a littie too late—they kept 
itto the last and squeezed it tight and would 
have kept it longer if they 

~wGant—balance St. Peter's books that 
way. Rather than work, the majority of 
mankind would steal if it wasn't against the 
law, and they come mighty nigh doing itany 
how. There are ten thousand ways to get 
another man’s money without robbing him 
according tolaw. I was louking over the ad- 
vertisements of patent medicines in a north- 
ern paperand noted the different ways in 
which they fooled the suffering people and 
got their money. It is reduced downto a 
-reguiar science. Most of ‘em slip up on 
you with decent lying, but I saw 
one yesterday which pl yed it bolder and 
biggerthan allthe rest.
